PANMUNJOM, Korea, Dec. 7 
(UP)—The United Nations pro- 
posed a new truce inspection pro- 
gram today and, in an abrupt 
about-face, promised to discuss 
withdrawal of troops from Korea 
later in the armistice talks. 

The Communists tentatively 
rejected the three-point U.N. in- 
spection program at a truce sub- 
committee meeting, but agreed 
to study it further. 

The Reds also sidestepped at 
least three new, separate demands 
for an answer to the Allied re- 
quest for appointment of a sec- 
ond subcommittee to begin im- 
mediate discussion of an exchange 
of war prisoners. 

Reply “at Proper Time.” 

The Communist delegates said 
they had ed the proposal 
to North Korean Lt. Gen. Nam II. 
senior Communist truce delegate, 
and would relay his reply at “the 
proper time.” 

A U.N. communique, neverthe- 
less, reported that “progress was 
made, however slight,” toward an 
ultimate agreement on carrying 
out a truce.

CAIRO, Dec. 7 (AP) — The 
Cairo press reported today that 
meetings of Iraq’s Parliament 
have been suspended for one 
month by royal decree. 

Iraq’s government recently 
negotiated a new oil royalties 
agreement with the British-domi- 
nated Iraq Petroleum Co. Ameri- 
can firms own about.a one-fourth 
interest in the company. 

The new oil agreement is re- 
ported to give Iraq terms equal 
to the 50-50 profit split agreed 
upon last summer by the Arabian 
American Oil Co. and Saudi 
Arabia.

He quoted 
the men as saying a “clique” of 
top Government officials, includ- 
ing Oliphant, looked around the 
country. for soft touches” who 
could be shaken down for money 
in tax cases. 

Oliphant Disclosed Interest. 
Oliphant himself disclosed his 


Richard 0. Schwartz, assistant 
head of the penal division in the 
Internal Revenue Bureau, called 
to testify when Oliphant failed to 
appear, said that Oliphant showed 
an “unusual interest” in the 


Teitelbaum tax fraud case. 
Got Memo on Rumors. 


Less than a month ago, 
Schwartz testified, he received a 
memorandum from Raymond 
Spence. of the special tax fraud 
office, which. stated: : 

“Mr. Teitelbaum’s former attor- 
ney (is) rumoring around Chicago 
that this case was going to be 
fixed in Washington.“ 

Schwartz identified the attor- 
ney as.“Gene Bernstein.”

The “hotel type” dormitories, 
the report said, cost $1250 a man, 
consist of two-man rooms with 
hardwood floors and built-in clos- 
ets, and “are equivalent to, or 
better „than, most college dormi- 
tories.”

The department assumed that 
the Government will be spending 
at the annual rate of 94 billions 
next year compared with 78 bil- 
lions this year and 50 billions 
last year. 

It assumed also that income 
left after payment of taxes would 
be about 240 billion dollars next 
year compared with 229 billion 
this year and 215 billion last. The 
individual average would be $1520 
compared with an estimated 
$1465 this year and $1400 last. 

The department assumed that 
food prices next year would av- 
erage about 234 per cent of the 
prewar (1935-39) average com- 
pared with an indicated 228 per 
cent this year and 218 last year. 
That is an.increase of about 242 
per cent over this year’s food 
prices. Non-food prices were 
projected at an average of 171 
per cent of the prewar average 
compared with 166 per cent this 
year and 159.3 per cent last. That 
is a projected increase of about 
3 per cent over this year’s non- 
food prices. 

Consumer Expenditures. 

Consumer expenditures, the de- 
partment assumed, would reach a 
level of 221 billion dollars next 
year compared with 209 billion 
this year and 202 billion last year. 
Most of the increase was expected 
to be for non-durable goods and 
services. 

The department assumed that 
gross private investment would go 
down next year. It forecast in- 
vestments thi> year at 52 billions 
and assumed that they would drop 
to 46 billions next year. It did 
not explain why it had assumed 
this decline, but some officials 
said the prospect of higher taxes 
undoubtedly was a factor. 

The department assumed that 
employment would reach 62,800,- 
000 next year compared with 
61,800,000 this year, with unem- 
ployment remaining unchanged at 
— year’s average level of 1,500, 


WHY DOES POPCORN 
POP? EXERTS SAY 
THEY DO NOT: KNOW 


CHICAGO, Dec. 7 (INS)—What_ 


makes popcorn pop? Even the ex- 
perts admit they don’t know. 
Dr. Oliver E. Nelson Jr. of the 
department of botany and plant 
pathology at Purdue university, 


said today he has 2500 different 
kinds of kernels of corn in his 
laboratory. 

He can pop it square, round 
and jagged but when he was 
asked what makes popcorn pop, 
Dr. Nelson sighed: “You've got 
me 99 


Dr. Nelson said scientists have 
“exploded” the old theory that 
heat turned the moisture in the 
kernels to N which in turn 
exploded the corh’s starch. That 
has been disproved, he said. 

Dr. Nelson added: No one can 
‘explain just why it explodes. We 
like to think that all the little 
grains of starch in the kernels 
explode simultaneously from the 
heat. But we don’t know.”

French Assembly Debating Treaty 
On Europe's Coal and Steel Pool b, 


No Enthusiasm for Pact, but Ratification Is 
Expected—Communists, Gaullists, Indus- 
trialists and Unions Fighting It. 


The treaty is no ordinary one. 
It was drafted by economic ex- 
perts from six European countries 
France, Belgium, Italy, Luxem- 
bourg, Holland and Germany — 
brought together after France’s 
proposal last March that French 
and German steel and coal re- 
sources be pooled under a com- 
mon high authority.” 

Provisions of Treaty. 
Under its provisions all these 
countries, until the year 2000 
create a common ministry for 
production and sale of coal and 
steel, a common parliament to 
which the ministry will be re- 
sponsible and a court of justice to 
see that the terms of the accérd 
are kept and to decide on disputes 
arising between members. 

After a five-year adaptation 
period all coal and steel resources

TEHRAN. 


HIS place is rather like a madhouse in which a fire has been 
started. The occupants, in their moments of lucidity, are per- 
fectly aware that the madhouse is burning, and that all will 
shortly be consumed in the flames, but all are paralyzed by irrational 
fears and hates, delusions of grandeur, or simple inertia and stu- 
pidity, so that no one is capable of putting the fire out while there 


is still time. 


There is not a great deal of 
time. The best current guess is 
that the fire in the Iranian insane 
asylum is likely to get out of con- 
trol before the winter ends, prob- 
ably some time in February, for 
at about this time, according to 
present projections, the Iranian 
government should run complete- 
ly out of money. The Iranian gov- 
ernment will thus lack the means 
to govern. 

For the last several months the 
government of Dr. Mohammed 
Mossadegh, the chief incendiary 
in the Iranian madhouse, has kept 
itself going by a curious economic 
process, rather like a cow drink- 
ing its own milk if order not to 
starve. The government has been 
living off about E14, 000,000, 
which previously formed part of 
the backing of the Iranian cur- 
rency. 

Substitnte for Oil Revenues. 

This reserve has been used as 
a substitute for the lost oil reve- 
nues. It has been used to pay 
Iran’s vast hordes of incredibly 
incompetent officials, as well as 
the Army, the internal security 
forces, and the 70,000 idle oil 
workers. 

But now the cow is, inevitably, 
going dry. In a matter of a few 


weeks, the last pound in the ster- | 


ling reserve will be spent. 


For some weeks more, the 
Iranian government undoubtedly 
will be able to keep going some- 
how. Loans and forced taxation 
are planned, but it is incredibly 
difficult to separate a rich Iran- 
ian from his money, and most 
Iranians with any loose cash are 
already sending everything they 
can scrape together abroad. 

The Government can dip into 
the gold reserve and the crown 
jewels which also form part of 
the backing for the currency, but 
of course this process will quite 


soon reduce the Iranian currency 
to utter worthlessness and the 
Iranian economy to complete 
chaos. 

Thus, bar a miracle, which can 
only take the form of American 
financial intervention, the day is 
certainly coming when the Iranian 
government will be absolutely 
flat broke. 

No one, of course, can tell pre- 
cisely what is likely to happen 
then, but it is not too difficult to 
guess what might happen. 


Mass Unemployment, 

There will certainly be mass 
unemployment and mass misery 
in the cities, where the hordes of 
government officials will be 
turned loose, and in the oil areas 
where the 70,000 oil workers will 
suddenly find themselves without 
any means of livelihood at all. 
This circumstance will in itself 
give an enormous impetus to the 
Tudeh, the outlawed Communist 
party, the only really organized 
— disciplined political force in 
ran. 


This will happen at a time. 
moreover, when the internal se- 
eurity forces, ineluding the Army. 
will be tending to disintegrate, 
for lack of pay.

But it is not the United States alone which is 
spending lives and resources. We are the -heav- 
lest losers by long odds, yet some 15 nations are 
standing along with us, standing and spending 
lives and resources, too.

When the Japanese planes struck at Pearl 


Harbor there was no world community for peace.

But 
at least three federal judges in California are 
said to have interfered with grand jury investi- 
gations of the San Francisco revenue office. © 
What they did was a remarkable and doubtful 
contrast with the decisive action of Chief Judge 
George H, Moore in St. Louls, who helped blow 
the lid off the tax scandals: - 


1. Judge Edward Murphy summarily dismissed 


one San Francisco grand jury which wanted to 
continue its tax Inquiry. 

Judge Moore. ee directed and prod- 
ded the St. Louis grand jury which indicted 
former Collector James P. Finnegan. 

2. Judge Louis Goodman ruled that a later 
West Coast jury could not investigate unless au- 
thorized to do so by United States Attorney 


Chauncey Tramutolo, who himself fired an aide 


who tried to investigate. 

Judge Moore waited for authorization from no- 
body, but relying on the traditional independ- 
ence of the judiciary and grand juries, directed 
the St. Louis inquiry to proceed against con- 
stant opposition from Washington. 

3. Judge Oliver J. Carter ruled the California 
jury had no right to criticize the tax bureau and 
made the ridiculous statement that “criticism is 
not in the province of a federal grand jury.” 

Judge Moore simply recognized that criticism 
is a prelude to indictment, and nothing is as 
critical as an indictment except a conviction. 

These comparisons indicate that the three 
California federal judges did the opposite of 


what Judge Moore did, and it was Judge Moore’ 


who courageously did his job. He is being hon- 
ored for it.

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By- play on Germany 

An air of unreality pervades the U.N. debate 
on Germany as it does the talks on disarmament. 

The Western powers are playing a clever 
game, no question about that. They have em- 
barrassed the Russians by blandly proposing that 
representatives of East Germany as well as of 
Bonn be invited to Paris to join the discussions. 
The Russians cannot win either way. If they let 
the East Germans go to Paris they will be sanc- 
tioning a plan they oppose, and if they keep the 
East Germans home this will score another point 
against them in both Germanies. 

The Western plan now being discussed at 
Paris calls for the appointment of a neutral 
commission to investigate whether the two Ger- 
manies are ready for free elections. 

Here is where the unreality enters in. For 
everybody knows that East Germany is not free. 
Knowing this, the West proposes a commission 
to find out whether East Germany is free. As if 
to make doubly sure that the commission shall 
discover what is already known, standards of 
freedom are set up ‘which some Western nations, 
notably Portugal and Spain, could not meet. 


So it is reasonably certain that if a commis- 
sion were permitted to investigate—unlikely in 
itself—it would find Eastern Germany not free 
enough for free elections. The purpose of ap- 
pointing the commission, then, is not to pave 
the way for a unified Germany but to explain 
to the Germans why partition of their country 
is likely to continue. 

If and when Russia and the Western powers 


ever jointly desire to establish a unified Ger- 


many, it is not likely to be done in United Na- 


tions debates. This and other problems of Ger- 
many can be settled, in the end, only by negoti- 


ation among the four occupying powers. 

Until both sides are ready for serious negotia- 
tion of this sort, the maneuvers in the U.N. 
must be regarded as incidental by-play, con- 
ducted mainly for propaganda effect.

Eisenhower's European army. He engaged in a 
sharp passage with former Prime Minister 
Attlee, rebuking him for creating the impression 
that American air bases in England might be 
used to launch atom bombs against Russia. And 
he declared that there was less danger of a 
war than at any time since the Berlin air lift. 

Most of this, of course, is not new. It reflects 


no diminution of the British intent to partiei - 


pate in the defense of the. West. Mr. Churchill 
was very clear about doing “our best to make a 
worthy contribution to the deterrents against 
aggression.” There is nothing of the appeaser or 
the backslider in Winston Churchill. 

He simply is a man up against some hard 
economic facts. There is a limit to what Britain, 
economically weakened by two world wars, can 
afford, Nor can the limit be extended very much 
by further austerities. So it becomes the duty

Last week's confusion over a cease-fire 
in Korea was the latest in a long series of 
mistakes and misunderstandings which 
have resulted in: (1) influencing adversely 
the morale of our forces; (2) confusing 
the American public; (3) confusing our 
Allies and the neutrals of the world. 

The damage done by our ineptitude has 
at times been so great that serious and 
responsible observers—among the troops 
at the Korean front, here in this country, 
and abroad—have at times questioned 
whether the United

In his Autobiographical Study, Dr. Sig- 
mund Freud wrote of his one-time col- 
league, E. Bleuler, who later 1 
himself from the psychoanalytic movee 
ment: “He adopted such a critical attitude 
towards the theoretical structure of analy- 
sis and threw doubts upon such essential 
parts of it that I could not help asking 
myself in astonishment what could there 
be left to admire.” 

One feels like making a similar outcry 
against Gregory Zilboorg’s monograph on 
Freud. Mr. Zilboorg sets out to defend 

and explain Freud’s 

theories but tones 

down all the contro- 

versial aspects known 

as Freudianism 80 

that one is tempted 

to exclaim: What's 

there left to defend! 

A good example of 

this is his apologia 

for Freud’s views on 

religion and his at- 

tempts at reconciling 

the two. One needs 

only to have read 

Freud's “Future of 

Sigmund Freud an Illusion” to real- 
a ize Mr. Zilboorg 
must have had some other guy in mind. 

Also Mr. Zilboorg won't discuss Dr. 
Freud's personal life, nor give a chrono- 
logical evaluation of his writings, nor sume- 
marize the psychoanalytic movement. Here 
too one may ask in .astonishment, What's 
there left to write about? 

The answer is “not very much.” The 
book is a “smorgosbord” of quotations, 
restatements of Freud's greatness, com- 
ments on the ever asing scope of 
psychoanalysis in human affairs and a few 
niblets of solid information. There is, how- 
ever, an excellent chapter discussing the 
contradictory attitudes of so many people 
toward psychoanalysis: On the one hand 
the science is denounced for encroaching 
upon so many other fields, and on the 
other hand it is upbraided for not throwe 
ing enough light on these subjects. Zil- 
boorg skillfully shows how this very atti- 
tude testifies to the unconscious realiza- 
tion that psychoanalysis does penetrate 
into religion, science, mythology, social 
sciénce as well as psychology and medicine, 

It is amazing that with so many prolifie 
writers on psychoanalysis, many possessed 
of great literary skill, there as yet has 
8 no definitive biography on Dr. 
8 . Zilboorg, for one, should have 

n well qualified for the task, author as 
he is of that authoritative book “A History 
of Medical Psycholégy.” Yet in this field 
there is only a turgid, stodgy biography 
by Franz Wittels, a vituperative, oo yo 
ish book by Helen Walker Puner 
excellent but all too short essay by Stefan 
Zweig. There is one more book on the 
subject by Hans Sachs, which this re- 
viewer has not read. Mr. Zilboorg makes 
reference to it, but not in too glowing 
terms. The field seems to be still wide.

First comes a briefing by 
American officials, headed by the 
ambassador. They try to sum up 
the situation in an hour and a 
half, and, on the whole, they do 
a remarkably good job. Next, 
two or three Yugoslav officials, 
preferably cabinet ministers, are 
brought on for conferences. 
Finally, the schedule allows an 
hour for shopping, with a brief 
whish through the principal 
streets by way of sightseeing. 
Here in Belgrade the inevitable 
attraction is Marshal Tito, and the 
one-day experts gauge the guccess 
of their visit by whether théy have 
seen him or not.

COLUMBUS, O., Dec. 7 (AP)— 
Although the minor leagues voted 
overwhelmingly to wipe out base- 
ball’s 24-hour recall rule, the 
statute will remain in the books, 
an informal poll of the big league 
clubs indicated today.

VIENNA, Dec. 7 (ONA)—The 


Austrian government, for the first 
time since the occupation began, 
has defied one of the orders of 
the Allied Council. The order, 
issued Nov. 19, 1945, directed the 
government to “establish and 
operate a censorship under Allied 
control.” 


After repeated endeavors to get 
the Allied Council to abolish this 
interference with Austrian com- 
munication, the government has 
taken the law into its own hands 
and has fired the 863 temporary 
censorship officials, whom it has 
been forced to pay since 1945. 


In so doing, Austria has struck 
a blow at the Soviet spy system 
in Austria.

While the Russians were in sole

Nazi collapse in April, 1945, they 
collected a censorship staff of 800 
selected Austrian Communists.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 Up 
The Army estimated today that 
the Communists have suffered 1,- 
095,000 battle casualties in Kerea.

number of casualties reported for 
United Nations forces. 

The new estimate listed 8000 
Red battle casualties for the week 
ended Nov. 29. 

It placed at 1,095,000 the num- 
ber of dead and wounded. It said 
135,455 Communist troops have 
been captured and 33,149 North 
Korean civilians interned. 

The Army also estimated that 
Communist troops have suffered 
252,000 non-battle. casualties in 
sick or injured. The United Na- 
tions Command does not list its 
non-battle casualties.

Referring to her recent Far 
Eastern inspection tour, Mrs. Ros- 
enberg paid high tribute to the 
devotion and professional skill of 
the nurses she met. 

“We at home can be proud and 
thankful that close to the front, 
on hospital ships, in evacuation 
planes, dispensaries and hospitals

Many nurses and medical spe- 
cialists have answered their coun- 
try’s call since the outbreak of 
combat in Korea.

Poisoning is better prevented 
entirely. In the case of children, 
this can be easily done if all the 
drugs and household agents con- 
taining poison are put out of the 
sight and reach of children. They 
would be safest of all in a locked 
cupboard. 

If poisoning does octur, the 
first-aid treatment depends on 
what kind of poison was taken. 
The label of some containers lists 
specific antedotes, If 
should be given immediately. 
Then the child should be rushed 
to the emergency room of a hos- 
pital if your family doctor is not 
available immediately.

write something about these terrible Christmas parties that 

some companies give for their staff, and from which wives 
are frequently excluded. 

“The firm for which my husband works is one that always 
has such a party.

Save Your Breath—’ 
. If I get among the glum 
I hold my tongue to tell the troth 
And keep my breath to cool my 
broth.”—John Byrom. 
HE benign accents of this 
T seventeenth century poet, who 
good-naturedly turned to him- 
self the injunction to “Save your 
breath,” are hardly typical of the 
present-day usage of the phrase. 
Byrom was a writer of hymns. 

Today the words are familiar 
as a rebuff—a warning to the 
speaker that he is wasting his 
breath, that nothing he can say 
will have any effect. They are 
all that remains of the old maxim, 
still current in the time of the 
happy hymn-writer quoted here, 
“Save your breath to cool your 
broth.” At times, for example, 
it took the form of “Keep your 
breath,” and sometimes “TO cool 
your porridge. * 

While the ancients had much to 
say about holding the tongue, the 
metaphor of Save your breath“ 
to express keeping silent is typi- 
cally English. Its first recorded 
usage is in the long familiat 
comedy, The Angry Women of 
Abingdon,“ produced by the Eng- 
lish dramatist. Henry Porter in 
1599. And then as now, the words 
had a sharp dite: “You may speak 
when you are spoken to, and keep 
your wind to cool your pottage.”
